The rejections of claims 16-22 in prior Office Action dated 6/1 1/2009 is withdrawn in 
view of the current Amendments.

Instant Application is in condition of Allowance in view of the current Amendments 
which overcomes the teaching of closest prior art of the records: Whitlock et al (US 4806171). 

Whitlock (US 4806171) teach apparatus and method for removing minute particles from 
a substrate (Title) comprising a source of fluid carbon dioxide as illusfrated in the Figure below: 
Nitrogen gas receiving port 40, carbon dioxide solid/gas mixture flow at orifice 16 in the 
apparatus 2. 




Whitlock et al (US 4806171) do not teach the step of injecting the mixture of two-phase 
carbon dioxide and 2°'' gas into a pressiirized gas stream with an injector wherein injector is 
connected to the chamber containing sfream as claimed by Applicants. Also, Whitlock et al (US 
4806171) do not teach the deflector located at an end of injector wherein deflector comprises two 
slopes for distributing two-phase carbon dioxide into the gas sfream as claimed by Applicants. 
The Applicants' invention is shown in the Figure herein for fiirther illusfration: 
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Other related, pertinent prior art of records such as Hayashi (US 4747421), Schmidtke 
(US 5 172555 A), they fail to disclose the features claimed by Applicants as discussed above for 
the Whitlock et al (US 4806171). Therefore, claims 12-15, 17 and 21 are considered to be 
patentable subject matters and passed to issue as of the date of this Allowability Notice.
